Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicants representative briefly discussed applicant's opinion of the 
differences between the claimed subject matter and the prior art, namely that the focal point or main difference was in 
the "function call" embedded in the markup. Examiners pointed out that "function call" is a very broad term with many 
meanings in the art of computers, and further that SVG and X3D both contain functions that can be called (e.g. the 
animateObject attributed, fills, and many other things - in short, that SVG and X3D dealt with graphics at a higher level 
than an API to avoid having to worry about minutae such as function calls and items at the API level to make graphics 
easier to write and control at a higher level of abstraction. Applicant then discussed extensively the rejections under 35 
U.S.C. 101. Applicant's representative asserted the claimed inventions in the independent claims had utility while 
examiner maintained the position that the claimed inventions were only manipulating abstract subject matter, as both 
modification of the container in claim 36 and modification of the scene graph in claim 1 still only resulted in 
manipulation of abstract ideas without any practical application to graphic systems. Applicant was informed that the 
best way to get around 101 rejections was to amend the claims such that they claimed a) a computer-implemented 
method and not a computing environment so that they did not recite functional descriptive material and that b) some 
kind of graphics being displayed n some manner or similar language was necessary to give the claims utility and have 
them no longer merely manipulate abstract ideas (State St was discussed with respect to the implications to the claims, 
and it was pointed out that merely manipulating a scene graph or a container did not produce a 'tangible, concrete, and 
practical result' unlike in State St where the final result was a stock price relied on by member financial institutations (or 
rather, portion of assets allocated to a particular Spoke in one embodiment). .
